today when 7,000 Western Union 
employees struck at 7:10 a.m., EST 


(5:10 anv, MST)—four hours 
earlier than scheduled. 
ALMOST IMMEDIATELY the 


heart of the company’s great net- 
work’came to a near-standstill. And 
union members in eight inter- 
national and radio message firms 
refused to accept traffic emanating 
from Western Union—by whom a 
union-estimated 40 per cent of in- 
ternational communications norm- 
ally are handled. 

Business transactions all over the 
world were impeded and snarled by 
the tie-up. A union spokesman, 
describing the strike as “100 per 
cent effective,” said 1,600 points in 
New York and New Jersey were 
affected.

according to C. G. McKee, regional 
superintendent of rationing. The 
area includes all Alberta, the 
Peace River Block of northern 
British Columbia and the Crow's 
Nest. 

AT THE END OF 1944 there were 
795,923 ration book holders in the 
territory. At the end of 1945, the 
number had increased to 836,892. 

The greatest number of claim- 
ants for ration books are discharg- 
jed service personnel. About 2,000 
apply for ration books each month, 
Mr. McKee stated. 

Rationing is administered from 
offices in Edmonton, Calgary and 
Lethbridge. Edmonton territory 
; covers the Peace River Block in- 
cluding the towns of Dawson Creek 
and Fort St. John, 

IN 1945 THERE WERE 437,938 
new ration books given out'‘in this 
area as against 416,848 in 1944, an 
increase of 21,090. Calgary branch 
issued 272,073 new ration books in 
1945 and 255,911 in 1944. Lethbridge 
office which takes in Blairmore and 
Coleman, B.C., issued 126,881 new 
ration books in 1945 and 123,164 in 
1944, 

These figures, compiled from re- 
ports from ration branches are the 
net number of ration book holders. 
Many new ration books are issued 
to new babies and to British war 
wives, Mr. McKee commented. 

ON THE OTHER HAND ration 
books of deceased persons are 
turned into ration offices. Many 
Americans returning to the United 
States have turned in ration books. 
During the war years’ ration books 
were returned on enlistment.

tion against Canadian Japanese citi- 
zens; therefore be it resolved that

restore them to full Canadian 
citizenship.”

cart, stained apparently with blood, 
in the basement of a building at 
5860 Kenmore avenue, a few feet 
from where Suzanne's head was 
found in a catch basin last night. 

Capt. Goldberg said the cart was 
sent to the police crime detection 
laboratory to determine whether 
the stains were human blood. 

One hundred picked policemen 
began a house-to-house, store-to- 
store search.

A HALF-DOZEN MEN,. mostly 
| janitors in the neighborhood, were 
taken into custody, for questioning, 
although Capt. Walter Storms, chief 
of detectives, said all six had “rea- 
sonable alibis” as to their where- 
abouts at the time of the crime. 

MAYOR EDWARD J. KELLY 
and all the top officials of the 
police department, coroner's office, 
state attorney's and sheriff's offices 
maintained all-night headquarters 
at the Degnan home. 

The investigators listed these im- 
portant clues in the killing: 

Fingerprints on the window sill of 
Suzanne's room, a burlap bag in 
which the little girl's torso was 
found, a paper shopping bag with 
red crayon marketings found with 
the right leg, the ransom note, a 
worn gray-green fedora hat found 
near the Degnan back porch, the 
ladder used by the kidnapper to 
enter the girl's room, a white mus- 
lin laundry bag with the initials 
| “U.S.” found in a nearby basement, 
two black hairs found on the chest 
of the gorso. 

THE GRUESOME discoveries last 
night of the child’s head, chopped 
‘erudely from her body, and dis- 
membered part of the blond, blue-

POLICE SAID the torso was 
found in a sugar sack and also in- 
side the bag was a pair of blue 
pyjamas, which fitted the descrip- 
tion of the clothing worn by 
Suzanne when she was kidnapped. 

The only possible clues, police 
said, were two bags, in one of which 
parts of the body had been placed 
before being thrown into the sew- 
ers, fingerprints found on the win- 
dow sill of Suzanne's bedroom and 
a makeshift seven-foot ladder used 
by the kidnapper to enter the girl's 
room.

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Secret Doenitz Report Reveals: 


U-Boats Had

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.— 
(BUP)—A hitherto-secret re- 
port by German Admiral Kar] 
Doenitz said today that Ger- 


many’s U-boat fleet included 
submarines capable of rang- 
ing 22,000 miles and remain- 
ing underwater 70 days. 
DOENITZ, CHIEF of the German 
Mavy during the last war years, 
made the report to Allied intelli- 
gence officers. Emphasizing tke 
great strides made by the Germans, 
U.S. Navy officers state that Amer- 
ican submarines remain sub- 
merged one or two days and range

Doenitz travel 22,000 miles 
under water at high speeds without 
surfacing, Widespread use of the 
new-type submarine, however, “was 
cut short by the German capitula- 
tion, which had become inevitable 
through the occupation by the 
enemy of the whole German area,” 
the report said. 

Doenitz was chief of the German 
submarine fleet during the first 
years of the war and in 1943 suc- 
ceeded Eric Raeder as commander 
of the entire German navy. 

REVIEWING THE entire war's 
U-boat operations, Doenitz revealed 
that of 38,000 men serving in the 
underwater fleet, only 8,000 sur- 
vived, 

“On the other hand,” he contin- 
ued, “their successes were unique: 
Far more than 2,000 ships—accord- 
ing to enemy figures—of at least 
14,000,000 tons .. . were sunk and 
many other naval and merchant 
vessels damaged.” 

Much of the German success in 
attacking Allied vessels was attrib- 
uted by Doenitz to the frequent 
breaking of Allied convoy codes in 
1942, By 1943, he said the code key 
was lost due to frequent changing 
by the Allies. 

HIS REPORT ALSO revealed: 

1. The U-boats engaged in battle 
with convoys in which more than 
half “and in some cases over two- 
thirds” of the ships were “wiped 
out.” 

2. Use of radar by Allied ships 
sent U-boat losses to 50 per cent of 
all naval losses in 1943. In May of 
that year, 43 U-boats were said to 
have been sunk. 

Under questioning by intelligence 
officers, Doenitz was said to have 
launched into a “passionate tirade” 
against his being considered a war 
criminal, He said he only perform- 
ed his duties as ordered and con- 
sidered that the navy “had fought a 
clean war.”

Short- 
ly after the Russian Revolution, an 
Italian Communist asked Lenin 
when Italian Communists ought to 
stage their revolution. Lenin re- 
plied with brutal realism, “If you 
have a revolution, where are you 
going to get your coal?” 

As in France, so in Italy, it {s 
lack of coal which retards recovery 
to normal economic conditions. The 
Allies are doing their best to help, 
and currently are supplying Italy 
with about 40 per cent of her re- 
quirements of coal and oil.

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Ontario Voters 
Out in Force 
For Elections

Electors in a number of Ontario 
municipalities turned out in force 
yesterday as their first peacetime 
election brought out the heaviest 
vote in many years.. 

BYLAWS FOR MAJOR expen- 
ditures in community centres and 
other projects and lively electoral 
contests, aided by springlike weath- 
er, drew as high as 62 per cent of 
the electorate to the polls in some 
localities. Most money bylaws met 
with popular approval. 

Early returns from Sault Ste. 
Marie and Port Arthur indicated 
adoption of bylaws providing for 
construction of $400,000 community 
centres. The Sault, rejecting day- 
light saving bylaws at other times 
in the past 25 years, appears to have 
adopted the measure for summer 
months. 

PORT ARTHUR, on the basis of 
returns from 20 polls, indicated the 
measure would be defeated. 

Voters at the Sault also approved 
expenditure of $405,000 on two new 
schools and a grant of about $15,000 
to the Plummer Memorial hospital. 

An unusual bylaw passed by the 
electors of Brooke township in 
Lambton county provided an an- 
hual grant of $100 for the next five 
years to township war veterans 
with overseas service. Veterans 
who did not serve overseas will re- 
ceive $50 for the same period. To 
qualify for the grant, veterans must 
have been township residents in 
September, 1939. 

CITIZENS OF OSHAWA, mind- 
ful of troubled labor conditions in 
their automobile industry, defeated 
a proposal for a $250,000 bond issue 
to help finance a $750,000 com- 
munity centre. 

Port Arthur’s Mayor Charles W. 
Cox was elected to his 13th term 
in a three-way fight but Mayor W. 
J. Gifford of Oshawa went down 
to defeat ‘before Frank McCallum. 
Mr. McCallum polled 3,480 votes 
to Mr. Gifford’s 1,568 and H. O. 
Perry's 1,225. 

In Sault Ste. Marie, W. H. C. 
Brien was elected mayor, succeed- 
ing W. J. (Jack) McMeeken, who 
recently resigned after several 
years in office to become city 
treasurer. Mr, Brien, a veteran 
alderman and a well-known barris- 
ter, won a 540-vote margin over his 
closest opponent, Alderman Wesley 
Hill. 

THE TOWNSHIP OF Courtright 
in Lambton county returned its 
reeve and council by acclamation 
when two candidates were declared 
ineligible because the name of the 
person who nominated them did 
not appear on the tax roll. Offi- 
cials said the ruling might be con- 
tested.

Since the government forbids indus- 
try to dismiss any employees, the 
workers are receiving a week’s pay 
for three day’s work.

TODAY THERE IS AN immense 
camouflaged unemployment which 
is being paid for, not by the gov- 
ernment, but by industry. Many 
firms are already faced with bank- 
ruptcy. The famous automobile 
manufacturers, Isotta Fraschini, are 
closing down and many more are 
bound to follow suit in the coming 
months, 

It has always been said that, in 
Italy, wars impoverish the South 
and enrich the North, since the 
whole country pays taxes for war 
but the far greater part of the taxes 
is spent in the North, as all heavy 
industry is located there. (Why is it, 
by the way, that so many countries 
seem to have their nidustries in 
the north—the United States, Eng- 
land, France, as well as Italy?) 

SO THE SOUTH OF ITALY is 


even worse off than the North, This, 


is accentuated by the fact that 
Southern Italians tend to invest 
their savings in government bonds 
and not in industrial stocks, so they 
have been worse hit by inflation, 
which has wiped out savings. The 
purchasing power of the lira today 
is about one-twentieth its pre-war 
value, so all those who live on fixed 
Salaries, pension or invested in- 
comes are today being liquidated. 
The whole of Italian middle and 
professional classes are literally 
facing starvation this winter and 
are bound to disappear as they 
did in Germany ofter the First 
World War. 

Italy’s economic plight is aggra- 
vated by the shortage of shipping. 
Before the war the Italian merchant 
marine amouted to 4,500,000 tons. 
Today it is only 350,000 tons, Until 
Italian merchant ships are released 
from the allied pool, this shipping 
shortage is bound to act as another 
strangle-hold on Italian recovery. 

ITALY ALSO IS GRAVELY ham- 
pered by a shortage of foreign ex- 
change. The American government 
has been most generous and for 
some months has been crediting 
the Italian government with the 
dollar equivalent of the pay of 
American troops and officials in 
Italy. In this way Italy has accu- 
mulated 150,000,000 dollars, But this, 
even assisted by remittance from 
Italian immigrants in the United 
States, is wholly inadequate to fi- 
nance the purchase of raw materials 
and fertilizers, which are essential 
if Italy is to get on her feet again. 
One cannot escape the conclusion 
that the allies will have to extend 
considerable credit to Italy if she 
is to play her part in rebuilding 
Europe. 

ITALY’S MOST SERIOUS long- 


Goering sat calm and outwardly 
unmoved as Albrecht described 
him “in some respects more dan- 
gerous than the Fuehrer himself.”

Varieties Taught 


Variety is not only the spice of 
life but the exquisite “essence” of 
success in kissing. 

This was learned by officials of 
that austere body known as the 
Edmonton Chamber of Commerce, 
in a letter from a Vegreville man 
Monday.

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Control Ammunition 


Toronto’s chief of police has appealed 
to all ex-servicemen to bring their “sou- 
venir” guns in for registration, He said: 

“There are stiff penalties for unreg- 
istered weapons, but if the owners have 
brought them here and registered them, 
there is no penalty.” 

The registration of weapons is a sound 
crime preventive measure so far as it goes. 
And dotibtless the same appeal is being 
issued by other chief constables through- 
out Canada, But it seems strange that all 
this emphasis should be placed on the reg- 
istration of weapons while there is little 
or no reference made to the more adequate 
control of ammunition. 

After all, a pistol or revolver without 
ammunition is no more a lethal weapon 
than a monkey-wrench or anything else 
that can be used as a bludgeon. It is the 
ammunition that makes a firearm deadly. 

The truth is that the registration of 
firearms without the imposition of the 
most strict control over the distribution 
and sale of cartridges is completely futile 
so far as the prevention of illegal shootings 
is concerned. 

Moreover, this strict control of ammu- 
nition is the only means by which the un- 
registered firearms possessed by criminals, 
and which it is most difficult to check, can 
be rendered ineffective. 


Production — or Want 


He may, or may not, succeed in carry- 
ing through his plan to preserve industrial 
peace, but President Truman is starting off 
with a clear understanding of what is at 
stake. In a broadcast the other day he told 
the people of the United States they will 
have to choose between full production and 
employment or unemployment and domes- 
tic trouble, 

The same choice, of course, faces the 
people of Canada. Work or want are the 
alternatives now just as they were when 
Adam and Eve found themselves outside 
the Garden of Eden and told that they 
must earn bread by the sweat of their 
brows, The basic fact is not changed be- 
cause conditions of life are now complicat- 
ed by all the mechanism of industrial or- 
ganization, interdependence of man upon 
man and class upon class, commercial dis- 
tribution and the use of money. 

The human problem still is food, 
clothing and shelter; not dollars, If these 
things are not produced, it makes little— 
or even no—difference how many dollars 
any person may have or may get. If pro- 
duction is allowed to slacken a whole na- 
tion must suffer, just as in a simpler order 
of things a family went hungry if fields 
were not sown and crops reaped. 

There is nothing new in this. Everyone 
knows it to be true. And everyone in Can- 
ada knows that we need larger and better 
Sustained production than we ever achieve 
ed before in peacetime. The shortages have 
to be made up. If we are to have a better 
average standard of living than in pre- 
war years, the only way to get that is to 
produce more goods and keep on produc- 
ing them. 

How the national income is to be divid- 
ed up is important. But still more import- 
ant is the question of whether we are to 
have enough to divide. Every stoppage of 
production — whatever the cause — cuts 
down the sum total of things that can be 
distributed. Production means abundance. 
Non-production means scarcity, 


The “Occupation” Problem 


Canadian soldiers aren't the only ones 
who are homesick. In Manila 2,500 Amer- 
ican soldiers staged an unofficial parade 
to headquarters to tell General Styler they 
want to get home, Others cabled President 
Truman to protest that the demobilization 
program was “hopelessly confused”, while 
another group paid for a page advertise- 
ment in a New York newspaper to voice 
their complaints. 

The moral of course is that “There's no 
place like home”, whether the “place” be 
in storied Europe or the romance-tinted 
lands in the Orient. And no argument 
about strategic needs or long range occu- 
pational plans can do much to quiet the 
natural longing of the exiled soldiers in 
both theatres to get back to their relatives, 
friends--and jobs. The war over—they 
want to get back in civilian life among the 
home folks, whether in the United States 
or Canada, 

But what General Styler had to say to 
the paraders in Manila deserves the atten- 
tion of the home people—in both countries. 
He told them that 375,000 United States 
troops are to be kept in the Pacific—for 
how long he did not say. More than 30,000 
Canadian troops are also in Germany—for 
how long they have not been told, 

How are occupation forces of the re- 
quired strength to be maintained, in Ger- 
many and in the Orient? By general con- 
sent, and the logic of hard facts, the occu- 
pation will have to be long in either area 
-—50 years if the watch is to be kept until 
the young Nazis and Tojoists have grown 

too old to be dangerous. General Styler's 


observation raises the question—for both 
Canada and the United States—of how 
these garrisons are to be kept at strength. 

Obviously the men now standing guard 
in Germany ahd in the Pacific islands can- 
not be kept in exile indefinitely. They will 
have to be relieved and replaced within a 
reasonable period. How and when is that 
going to be done? ’ 


Whatever Is Possible

Supposedly to talk over continental 
defense matters with officials, in advance 
of the meeting of the joint Canadian- 
American Defense Board later in the 
month. The General would of course be a 
very welcome visitor at any time, His re- 
ception will lack nothing of cordiality be- 
cause he comes at a time when long range 
future defense policies have to be charted. 
The inference is a least plain that the 
United States has no desire to drop the 
joint arrangement made under pressure 
of wartime dangers and mutual needs.

WASHINGTON—That isolationist 
sentiment is not as dead as the re-| 
cent 65 to 7 vote for the UNO in the 
senate suggested is now being made 
plain by attitudes developing in the 
house of representatives towards 
the British loan. Since the day the 
loan agreement was announced 
members have been placing them- 
selves on record in opposition to it 
although the bill has not yet come 
before congress in any form. 

The method is for a member to 
ask privilege to speak for one min- 
ute and to extend his remarks in 
The Congressional Record, which is 
the report of debates corresponding 
to Hansard in Canada. Having got 
permission he may speak a few 
words or he may not but when the | 
day's issue of the Record is printed 
it contains a long blast against Brit- 
ain and the loan. 

Many of these blasts are mostly | 
abusive of Britain but most attempt | 
to constder the agreement adverse- 
ly on the basis of its value as an 
immediate, direct business deal. 
What does the U.S. get for the 
money? On this basis members op- 
posing the loan claim the United 
States is getting nothing and that it 
should get territorial concessions, 
aviation landing rights and a lot 
of other material, tangible values. 

Never do they consider the loan 
on the basis of a measure which 
will make possible a real resump- 
tion of world trade from which the 
U.S. will probably benefit more 
than any other nation. 

These attacks on the agreement 
have been coming at the rate of five 
or six a day. They are an adroit way 
of building opposition in advance 
of the agreement coming before 
congress.

The nature of the attacks has 
been extreme. They usually refer 
to war-debts from the 1914-J8 con-| 
flict.

Byron Nelson, golfing immortal 
from Toledo, Ohio, made a show of 
the field Monday to win the 20th 
annual Los Angeles open by five 
strokes. Nelson shot a 72 on the 
final round for a total of 284. 

Ben Hogan of Hershey, Pa., was 
second with 289. Tied for the next 
money spots were Jim Demaret, 
Tex.; 
Portsmouth, Va. and Jim Ferrier, 
Chicago, all with 290. 

It was the first time Nelson had 
won the Los Angeles open—one of 
the few major titles to escape his 
grasp—and his first major vic- 
tory of 1946.

Party 
Ashby Declares 


The political party system is not 
democracy, and the remety is 
bringing the people and _ their 
elected representatives closer to- 
gether, P. H. Ashby, MP for East 
Edmonton stated at a meeting in 
the Social Credit hall Monday 
night. ~ 

“| DO NOT REPRESENT a polit- 
ical party, but all the people of 
my constituency,” Mr. Ashby said. 
“It should be the aim of democracy 
constantly to raise the standard of 
living, but if the standard of living 
is, as has been said, the standard 
of the lowliest citizen, then the 
standard is very low. 

“Democracy implies freedom to 
choose or refuse but I have no 
instructions from my constituents 
as a whole. Some come with re- 
quests for, say, old age pensions 
but they represent perhaps a thou- 
sand of all the East Edmonton 
electors. 

“DEMOCRACY MUST educate 
the people to use their elected 
representatives. If they do not it 
seems as though they were not in- 
terested in their own affairs, Why? 
Because they are overworked. This 
is not necessary. If we made use 
of the facilities we have no one 
need work more than half the time 
they do now.” 

Mr. Ashby quoted L. D, Byrne's 
definition of democracy as “the 
government and management of 
people's affairs to give the people 
the results they want.” 

“But,” he went on, “this the party 
system does not do for us, else why 
have we poverty, crime, insecurity 
and debt? Are these what we have 
asked for?” 

LAWS, SUCH as Bill 15, he said, 
which restrict freedom, do not 
come from the people. The average 
person wants higher income and 
lower taxes, his own home and 
more of the necessities and the 
modest luxuries of life. He declared 
it “insane” that science, which has 
the ingenuity to’ devise a bomb 
which can destroy whole cities and 
their inhabitants, cannot provide 
its own people with homes, 

Introducing the member for East 
Edmonton, Chairman David Dun- 
can said he had justified his elec- 
tion “a hundred times over”. After 
Mr. Ashby's address, A. C. Jordan 
moved a vote of thanks and asked 
that Mr. Ashby should convey the 
thanks of the East Edmonton con- 
stituency group to his Social Credit 
colleagues in the House of Com- 
mons,

Metcalfe, and "oseph Cherrington, 
A M. Herd and Alex Rankin were 
nominated for the post of Sergeant- 
at Arms. Lists will remain open 
until the next meeting of the trades 
council, when further nominations 
may be made before balloting takes 
place.

Gilbert, John Pollock, and D. 
Erickson. 

ALFRED FARMILO reported on 
the activities of the organization 
during 1945, and submitted a ten- 
tative financial statement which re- 
vealed a substantial balance. Of this 
balance it was agreed that $1,135 
should be invested in the Edmonton 
Labor Temple Company. This will 
bring the Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil’s investment in this project to

He told delegates to the trades 
council that he had voted for the 
postponement of proposal because 
he was of the opinion that it was 
not good business to deal piece- 
meal with the reductions. 

ALD. PARSONS said he had in- 
troduced a five-year plan of civic 
improvements which had tentative- 
ly been adopted, but the commis- 
sioners had failed to bring down 
reports on proposed expenditures 
on street paving, sidewalk construc- 
tion, boulevarding, better street 
lighting, provision of playgrounds, 
and the construction of new 
schools. 

He said it appeared inadvisable 
to make- light reductions until the 
full picture of expenditures were 
before city council. The proposal 
to reduce the electric light rates, 
he added, would trim both the 
electric light and power depart- 
ments to the bone. This, he said, 
had been admitted by Commis- 
sioner Hodgson. 

IN ADDITION to cutting the de- 
partments to such a fine point it 
would be necessary to capitalize ap- 
proximately $500,000 of the exten- 
sion work proposed on the electric 
light distribution system. 

He said that when the commis- 
sioners could show him that the 
needed street paving, sidewalks, 
boulevards, the provision of play- 
grounds, and many other improve- 
ments could be financed he would 
give the fullest support to reduc- 
tion in utility rates,

Allege Perjury 
During Trial 
After Accident 


Alex and Francis Kaliel, Fawcett 


in the legal battle seeking a new 
trial in the damage action brought 
against them by Bartholomew 
Aherne, Westlock district farmer, 
which resulted in a judgment in 
favor of Mr. Aherne, and the award- 
ing of $12,869.90 damages against 
them in a judgment rendered by 
Mr. Justice W. A. Macdonald. 
SUBSEQUENT to the judgment 
being given by Mr. Justice W. A. 
Macdonald, a statement of claim 
was filed in supreme court by Col. 
F. C. Jamieson, KC, on behalf of 
Messrs. Kaliel seeking a new trial 
on the grounds that the judgment 
given by Mr. Justice Macdonald 
was obtained by perjury. The state- 
ment of claim asked also that a 
Stay of execution of the previous 


judgment be entered, and that the 
$15,000 paid into court to satisfy 
that judgment remain until the dis- 
posal of the new action. 
Defendants to the second action 
are Mr. Aherne, Arthur Teillefer 
and Lucien Blackburn, also West- 
lock district residents, who moved 
recently in supreme court chambers 
that the second action be set aside 
as frivolous and vexatious. 
DISMISSING these applications 
Mr. Justice H. H. Parlee, in a judg- 
ment handed down recently, stated 
that “in view of the allegations in 
the statement of claim, supported in 
at least some respects by the affi- 
davits, and in view of the conflict 
between the evidence given at the 
first trial and the report of Cpl. P. | 
G. Hunt, RCMP, I am of the opinion | 
that the applications to dismiss the 
second action as frivolous and vex-| 
atious must fail”. 
The original action arose out of 
a collision between automobiles 
operated by Mr. Aherne and 
Francis Kaliel, the latter’s car being 
owned by his father, Alex Kaliel. 


SUBSEQUENT TO the disposal | 
of the first action the Kaliels came 
into possession of evidence not 
known to them at the time of the 
trial which might have influenced 
the court's decision. They discover- 
ed also, it is alleged in the second 
statement of claim, that there was 
a conspiracy to commit perjury be- 
tween certain witnesses and the 
plaintiff in the first action, Mr. 
Aherne, and now alleged that the 
court’s decision was obtained by 
such perjured evidence. 

THE NEW EVIDENCE discover- 
ed in a report made by Cpl. Hunt 
which places the point of collision 
almost in the centre of the inter- 
section. In his judgment Mr. Jus- 
tice Parlee states that “it is clear 
from his reasons the trial judge 
was influenced, in part at least, to 
come to the conclusion by evidence 
given by the plaintiff Aherne and 
his witnesses that broken headlight 
glass from the plaintiff's car and 
oi] and grease and anti-freeze were 
found on the east side of the north 
and south road some distance north 
of the intersection.” 

It would appear that if such evi- 
dence were believed there would be 
no doubt as to where the collision 
occurred

City Seeking | Will Speak Here 


US. Building 
As Art Centre 


Representations were made in 
December by Mayor Harry Ainlay 
to Hon. James A. MacKinnon, min- 
ister of trade and commerce and 
MP for Edmonton West, that the 
American Red Cross building be 
made available to the City of Ed- 
monton as an art and recreational 
centre. - 

AT THAT TIME MAYOR Ainlay 
suggested that the building con- 
tinue to rest on its present site until 
such time as the federal or mu- 
nicipal governments need the land 
on which the structure is erected 
The building is located on federal 
and) municipally-owned — property, 
and it is owned by thé Dominioa 
government. 

A lease from the city to the Do- 
minion government covering the 
city-owned property recently was 
extended until the end of July. 


This extension was necessary as 
the Dominion government had 
given an undertaking that the/ 


building would be removed within 
one year of the end of the war. 


ON OCTOBER 28 LAST Pro- 
fessor George Hunter, president of 
the Allied Arts Council, made ap- 
plication to the city council for use 
of the building as an art centre. 
City council at that time referred 
the matter to the finance commit- 
tee, and that committee instructed 
the city commissioners to ascertain 
the disposition of the structure 
from the Dominion government. 
The commissioners are continuing 
negotiations with the federal 
authorities. 

City council has yet to make a 
decision as to the use to which the 
structure will be put when it has 
been acquired from the Dominion 
government. In addition to the re- 
quest from the Allied Arts Council 
numerous other organizations have 
made application for permissicn to 
use the building. 

FURTHER REPRESENTATIONS 
will be made by Mayor Ainlay by 
night lettergram Tuesday to Dom- 
inion government officials seeking 
an early reply to representations 
previously made concerning the re- 
lease of the building. 

City Commissioner John Hodgson 
Stated that the latest information 
received from Ottawa was to the

Then came snag number two. The 
veteran had the farm he wanted 
all picked out. But the snow was 
on the ground. Regulations state 
that the farm must first be exa- 
mined and assessed when there is 
no snow on the gcound before it 
can be passed. So the veteran and 
his wife found themselves unable 
to get onto the farm until spring. 

The veteran was a hustler so he 
found a job in the city. Then he 
found a place to live. Then of course 
they needed some furniture. His re- 
establishment credit amounted to 
$1,050, so when he asked for $400 
ot it to buy furniture he got it. Then 
the temporary job folded up. 

$O BACK HE WENT to the de- 
partment of veterans’ affairs. They 
suggested he should take a voca- 
tion training course to put in the 
winter. He agreed. They remember- 
ed he had received the $400. Now 
the re-establishment credit is pay- 
able only to those who don't take 
farms or small holdings under the 
Veterans’ Land Act, or take educa- 
tional or vocational training bene- 
fits. Before he can take the course 
he will have to pay back the $400. 
Which, of course, he can't do. Then 
too, he discovered to his horror he 
can’t get the farm in the spring 
ie until he has paid back the 


So there he and his wife are. He 
still has a credit of $650 left. But 
until he pays back the $400 he has 
received for the furniture he can’t 
take a course. He can’t get ‘the 


| farm. 


On the other hand his balance 
ot $650 is considerably more than 
miany men with much less service 
whose credits total only $100 or 
$200. These men, provided their 
credits are untouched, can either 
get a farm or take a university 
course. That is what the regulations 
state. . 
SO, NOT HAVING A JOB, and 
being unable to take a course, and 
not being able to get a farm the 
veteran is now on out-of-work bene- 
fits. He is saving his gratuity 
cheques to pay back the $400 so he 
can get a farm in the spring. But 
ali the months he gets out-of-work 
benefits cut down the number of 
months he can receive benefits 
while awaiting returns until he gets 
a crop off the farm. 
| The story will help, I hope, to 
give you some idea of the kind of 
problems which face both the vet- 
eran who is trying to become 
| established in civigjan life and the 
officials who are trying to help him. 
Actually, each regulation, taken by

Graduate in medicine from the 
University of Alberta, in Edmonton, 
Dr. Leone McGregor Hellstedt of 
Stockholm, Sweden, is visiting her 
sister, Mrs. Charles Bouck in Cal- 
@ary. Dr.‘ Hellstedt has combined 
a brilliant career in medicine and 
research with jhe complicated job 
of being the wife of a successful 
industrialist in Stockholm and the 
mother of two children. 

OR, HELLSTEOT has recently 
arrived from Sweden to visit in 
Alberta for the first time in 15 
years. She graduated in medicine 
from the University of Alberta and 
received her Ph.D. from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota which she 
attended on a Fellowship in Path- 
ology. 

She then took post-graduate work 
in pathology at Harvard University 
and was sent to the university at 
Hamburg, Germany, on a fellow- 
ship from the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. 

WHILE IN HAMBURG, she met 
her husband, who was at that time 
managing a large iron works for 
a Swedish company, a branch of 
which-makes the De Laval cream 
separators, sold in this country. 

Dr. Hellstedt said that as soon 
as war broke out everything was 
rationed in Sweden. People were 
requested to put their cars away, 
and the government used their 
tires. 

When it became impossible to 
import more coal, men were sent 
to the well-known Swedish forests. 
Finally nearly all the men were 
called into the army and school 
boys took over the Job. 

As coal is used in most of the 
industries as well as in the houses, 
the wood was sent first of all to 
the factories. It later became a 
law, that even if a person cut his 
own trees from his farm, no one 
could heat his home at more than 
55 degrees. 

CLOTHES rationing has been in 
effect in Sweden for some time 
the doctor reports, and people buy 
one good suit and wear it a long 
time. It is only recently, during the 
past couple of years, that ready 
made clothes have been made in 
Sweden. Most women had their 
own tailor or dressmaker.

Winnipeg Boy's 
Murder Is Said 
“Unique” Crime 


WINNIPEG, Jan. 8—(CP)—Con- 
fronted with a killing described 
by Chief Constable George Smith 
of Winnipeg as “unique” in Cana- 
dian crime, city, Royal Canadian 
Mounted and suburban police today 
pooled their resources in a dogged 
attempt to find the slayer of 13- 
year-old Roy Ewan McGregor. 

Body of the schoolboy who had 
been shot in the head and stomach 
was found Saturday morning in a 
Fort Rouge district coal-and-wood 
yard near his home. Time of the 
shooting has been established as 
11:45 Friday evening, the moment 
nearby residents heard shots. 


BELIEF GREW, but still lacked 
official confirmation, that a sex 
pervert dragged the body of the 
boy to the coalbin in which it was 
found half-buried. All Chief Con- 
stable Smith would say was: “I do 
not think there has been a murder 
of this type committed in Canada 
before. ... 1 believe he was killed 


by someone unknown to him. It 
was a ghastly crime.” 
Physicians who examined the 


body would not say whether the 
boy had been criminally assaulted. 
His clothing was disarranged when 
the body was found. 

Police yesterday visited 
schools in the Fort Rouge district 
and warned boys .in Roy's age 
group to beware of “a dangerous 
man” who might ask them for di- 
rections. They asked the boys to 
communicate immediately with 
them if such an incident occurred.

Dr. Armattoe said the Soviet 
council of defence had ordered a 
group of Russian scientists to con- 
centrate on atomic research imme- 
after the Anglo-American- 
Canadian atom bomb was first dis- 
closed to the world. 

The scientist said the bomb was 
developed with the help of two Ger- | 
man physicists, whom the Russians 
had captured, |

named “Joffe” Semyonov, Kapitza, | 
Zeldovitch and Vialvov’. He said! 
he did not know their first names. |

DOUBT THAT RUSSIA 
HAS ATOMIC BOMB 

LONDON, Jan. 8—(AP)—Sources 
close to the British government to- 
day expressed skepticism of reports 
that Russia had developed a new 
atom bomb which makes the west- 
ern powers’ weapon “obsolete”. 

THE REPORT was made last 
night by Dr. Raphael E, G. Armat- 
toe, director of Lomeshie research | 
centre for anthropology and human 
biology at Londonderry, Northern 
Ireland. Armattoe declined to dis- 
close the source of his information 
aside from saying that members of 
the centre’s staff were affilicated 
with Russian scientific societies, 

Usually well informed British 
sources said they had not seen Dr. 
Armattoe’s statement, made in an; 
interview, but when informed of its 
contents said they doubted it very 
much. 

If the Russians have developed | 
at atom’ bomb, they said, they 
thought “only a small circle of peo- 
ple inside Russia would know 
about it.” They added they did not 
understand how Armattoe would 
know. 


IN ADDITION, they said, they 


Armattoe would have _ enough 
knowledge of the western powers’ 
atom bomb to know whether the 
purported Russian weapon renders 
it obsolete. :

Receipts to date from trapping 
areas indicate shortages are prob- 
able this season in six types of wild 
furs, squirrel, cross foxes, red

| THE MOST DEFINITELY noted 
| shortage was in squirrel, of which 
Alberta was said to be Canada’s 
most important producer, both in 
| quantity and quality. 

On the average, Alberta’s take in 
squirrel furs was one or two mil- 
lion per year and had gone as high 
as about 4,000,000, it was stated. 
Tentative estimates for this year’s 
take ran as low as approximately 
500,000 pelts.
